News Print Stocks, According to Tabulation Prepared by 
Federal Trade Commission, Equalled Slightly More Than 
Six Days’ Average Output—Stocks of Book Paper Mills 
Equalled Slightly More Than Eight Days’ Average Out- 
put—Paper Board Mill Stocks Equalled Slightly More 
Than Six Days’ Average Output—Stocks of All Grades 
Equalled Slightly More Than Nine Days’ Output.

WasuinctTon, D. C., April 27, 1920.—The attached tabulation is 
a summary of production, shipments and stocks of paper mills in 
the United States for the month of March, 1920. This summary 
is compared with the month of March, 1919, and the average 
production and stocks based upon the production and stocks for 
the years 1917, 1918 and 1919. The mills have been classified for 
convenience into ten groups according to the grades of paper made. 
Some mills making several grades appear in more than one group 
which causes duplication in the body of the tonnage tables in the 
number of mills. 

The variation in the number of mills from one period to another 
is due in part to the fact that some mills do not. run continuously 
on the same grade. 

The stocks of paper carried by different mills depend not only 
upon the conditions of the market but also upon the kind of paper 
made, the trade customs, etc. 

The total time the machines were idle, reported by domestic 
mills, is shown by grades in the tabulation below. This includes 
the machines in mills which were closed down completely. The 
reasons tabulated for lost time are lack of labor, lack of orders 
and repairs. “Other reasons” include lack of coal, lack of water 
power, weather conditions, etc. Lack of coal caused a loss of more 
than 11,000 hours. The total time lost in February is shown by 
grades and reasons for comparison purposes.

In addition to these stocks, jobbers 
and publishers reported news print stocks and tonnage in transit 
aggregating 155,010 tons.

Congress to Start Newsprint Inquiry 

Wasutncrton, D. C., April 26, 1920.—Congressional investigation 
of the print paper shortage will be started next Wednesday by a 
sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Manufactures, headed 
by Senator Reed, Democrat of Missouri. The committee’s plans 
include inquiry into supplies, distribution and prevailing prices. 

Pending Congressional action, the assistance of the State De- 
partment in the paper situation was invoked in efforts to secure 
the removal of restrictions upon export from Canada of raw 
materials used in paper manufacture. 

Chairman Porter of the House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
accompanied by representatives of the paper industry, conferred 
with Secretary Colby, and received assurances that the suggestion 
of making the restrictions the subject of a diplomatic correspon- 
dence would receive careful consideration. 

Publishers of leading papers will be invited to appear before 


the investigating committee, Senator Reed said. New York pub-- 
lishers will be heard on Wednesday, and on succeeding days those 
of Boston, Philadelphia and Providence. Invitations are being sent 
also to editors in Western cities. 

“We have taken the papers in the order named, without any 
purpose of excluding others,” Senator Reed explained, “but so 
that too many men may not be taken from their business at one 
time. Before the committee concludes its investigation, it expects 
to give publishers of all classes of newspapers an opportunity to 
express their views.” 

The appointment of a commission to seek removal of Canadian 
embargoes on pulpwood was urged by Senator Underwood, Demo- 
crat, of Alabama, before the House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
earlier in the day. Retaliatory legislation should be enacted, he 
said, if friendly efforts toward this end were unsuccessful. 

“Serious injury will be suffered by our newspapers in a few 
years if there is no legislation,” Senator Underwood added. “You 
might as well do nothing as to rely on the State Department, 
because it has no power to act.” 

W. E. Haskell, vice-president of the International Paper Com- 
pany, declared that the present serious situation in the news print 
market was due to the scarcity of pulpwood, and that the Under- 
wood resolution comprehended the only practical means of pro- 
viding sufficient news print in the United States to “insure the 
lives” of the smaller newspapers. 

“The purpose of the resolution,” he said, “is to save a great 
industry of the United States and to provide that productions of 
news print may be increased and that the price of news print to 
the consumer may be lowered and stabilized.” 

Representatives of the pulp and paper industry and newspaper 
publishers, who appeared before the committee, agreed with Sen- 
ator Underwood that the embargoes were intended to encourage 
Canadian paper industries by forcing American paper plants to 
close or move to Canada. 


A. N. P. A. Paper Saving Resolution 

The American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, at its meeting 
last week, passed the following resolution regarding paper: 

“The print paper situation, with which the newspapers of the 
country are confronted, is a menace of such grave character that 
a prompt remedy should be applied to avoid disaster to many 
publishers; be it therefore 

“Resolved, that all the newspaper publishers of the United States 
in the publication of their papers, both daily, weekly, semi-weekly 
and tri-weekly, hereby agree and bind themselves individually and 
collectively, for the remainder of the year, from May 1 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1920, inclusive, not to consume any more print paper than 
their publications consumed during the same period of the pre- 
ceding year from May 1 to December 31, 1919. 

“Resolved further, that a committee composed of five shall be 
appointed to prepare a blank form upon which all publishers shall 
at once make a report showing the amount of print paper con- 
sumed by them each month from May 1 to December 31, 1919, 
and another blank form upon which at the end of each month, 
during the remainder of the year 1920, the publishers shall make 
a report showing the amount of paper consumed by them for such 
month, as compared with the same month of the preceding year. 

“Be it further resolved, that this resolution or agreement is not 
intended to bind any publisher to refrain from making contracts 
or purchases of paper for the ensuing year of 1921, but that in 
making contracts or purchases they should be guided by the amount 
of paper they had stored or contracted for on January 1, 1919, and 
limit their purchases and contracts for the ensuing year to that 
amount. 

“Provided, that the committee hereby created to supervise and 
secure the carrying out of this agreement, may, in its discretion, 
in extraordinary cases, waive some of these requirements, 
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NEW YORK SUPERINTENDENTS 
ORGANIZE NEW ASSOCIATION 


C. T. Jewel Is Chosen President of the Northern New York 
Division of the American Pulp and Paper Mill Superin- 
tendents’ Association—Next Meeting to Be Held 
About the Middle of May at Syracuse—Sale Price of 
the Newton Falls Paper Co. Said to Have Been 
$2,500,000—De Grasse Paper Co. Lets Contract for 
Erection of Large New Wet Machine Addition.

Watertown, N. Y., April 26, 1920.—Paper mill superintendents 
from all sections of northern New York assembled at the Wood- 
ruff House in this city Friday afternoon and evening and formally 
organized the Northern New York Division of the American Pulp 
and Paper Mill Superintendents’ Association. It was the first 
branch to be established in New York State, and C. T. Jewel, su- 
perintendent of the Deferiet plant of the St. Regis Paper Company, 
was made its president. J. T. Hammond of Taggart Brothers’ Com- 
pany, was elected secretary and treasurer. 

An interesting program was presented during the afternoon 
and a complimentary dinner was given by friends of the super- 
intendents who reside in this city. The purpose and the advan- 
tages of the organization were outlined by several prominent speak- 
ers, and addresses on technical subjects were made. 

P. J. Massey of Chicago, secretary and treasurer of the Ameri- 
can Pulp and Paper Mill Superintendents’ Association, was present 
and outlined the history of the association in its various divisions 
and the advantages gained. J. H. O’Connell of the King Paper 
Company, Kalamazoo, Mich., chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of the Michigan Division, gave a talk on the work of his 
division. Chemist F. M. Williams of this city, gave a scientific 
talk upon the use of rosin size and alum in paper making and on 
the need of a standard testing medium on the amount of moisture 
in pulp and paper.

Deep Interest in Underwood Bill 

Paper manufacturers in this section with timber land holdings 
in Canada and that draw their supply from across the border, are 
taking a deep interest in the Underwood bill which creates a com- 
mission to negotiate with Canadian authorities for the removal of 
restrictions on the shipment of Crown lands wood to the United 
States. Floyd L. Carlisle, president of the St. Regis Paper Com- 
pany, J. V. Baron, vice-president and general manager of Tag- 
garts Paper Company, and Ralph B. Maltby, secretary and treasurer 
of the Remington Paper and Power Company, will go to Washing- 
ton today to attend a hearing upon the bill. 

Northern New York concerns have been especially affected by 
the Canadian laws on pulp wood exportation, as many mills draw 
supplies from across the border. The drastic legislation was made 
operative following the Reciprocity offerings of the Taft admin- 
istration. The supply of pulp wood is rapidly disappearing from 
the Adirondacks and local mills are coming to depend more and 
more upon the Canadian stands of timber. Thousands of cords of 
wood are brought across the St. Lawrence river annually. A large 
terminal has been established at Ogdensburg and another is being 
built at Clayton. 

The lifting of the ban upon Crown lands’ wood in sought, and a 
commission from Washington is to be sent to Ottawa to seek a 
modification of the Crown land restriction. The local men will 
point out the conditions obtaining in this section. If the Canadian 
authorities fail to cooperate in the situation, it is suggested that 
retaliatory measures will not.be improbable. Embargoes upon coal 
and oil shipments to Canada are suggested, for these commodities 
are as essential to Canada as pulp wood tis to this country. 


Sale Price of Newton Falls Paper Co. 

The price at which the Newton Falls Paper Company was sold 
last week is said to have been $2,500,000. Local paper manufac- 
turers who attended the convention in New York of the American 
Paper and Pulp Association say that the figure above mentioned 
was generally understood to be correct. 

Frank L. Moore, president of the old and new companies, was 
asked for verification of the report. He refused to verify the re- 
port, saying that the price was a matter of private interest. He 
admitted, however, that he had heard rumors of prices all the way 
from $2,000,000 to $3,500,000. 

With this plant and timber holdings selling at $2,500,000 there 
was closed one of the largest paper manufacturing deals ever 
consummated in this part of the State. Other deals closed in north- 
ern New York in recent years came at a time when valuations in

ESCANABA WOOD FIBRE CO. 
TO BUILD NEWS PRINT PLANT 


Work on the Construction of the New Mill Is to Be Started 
Soon—New Plant of the Victory Bag and Paper Co. at 
Marinette Is Nearing Completion—Closer Cooperation Is 
Being Sought by the Forest Products Laboratory Between 
Pulp Mills and Saw Mills in Order to Save Wood— 
Paper Shortage Is Causing Newspapers to Decrease 
Their Size—Flambeau Co. Buys Timber Land.

App.eton, Wis., April’ 26, 1920.—Work is to be started soon 
on the construction of a news print mill for the Escanaba Wood 
Fibre Company at Escanaba, Mich. Much of the necessary power 
will be obtained from a million dollar dam which is to be located 
at Boney Falls, Mich, several miles above the second dam on 
the Escanaba River. This dam, it is said, will develop about 
6,000 horsepower and will be one of the largest developments in 
the Upper Peninsula. 


Progress on Hoskin-Morainville Plant 
Rapid progress is being made in clearing away the site for the 
new Hoskin-Morainville Paper Company plant at Menominee, 
Mich. Building material is already arriving and actual construc- 
tion work is to be started within a few days. An immense pile 
driver with a hammer weighing 3,800 pounds, the largest ever 
used in the northern peninsula of Michigan, is driving piles for 
the foundation. The site was occupied by several frame struc- 
tures which have been razed, and the material is now being 
removed. 
Victory Bag Plant Nearly Completed 
The new plant of the Victory Bag and Paper Company at 
Marinette is near completion. Construction of the building has 
been finished ‘and installation of new machinery has been started. 
The contract for installing 142 electric motors in the plant has 
been awarded to the Needham Electric Company of Escanaba, 
Mich., and the work is to be started at once. 


To Save Wood Waste 

Utilization of paper mill wastes and closer cooperation between 
pulp mills and saw mills are being sought by chemists at the 
Forest Products Laboratory of the University of Wisconsin in 
order to effect a saving in wood and thereby offer some relief to 
the paper shortage. 

According to an announcement by the laboratory, millions of 
cords of wood suitable for paper making are burned annually 
by saw mills as refuse, and it is proposed that pulp mills and 
saw mills work out a plan whereby this waste can be utilized 
for paper manufacturing. The latest figures obtained by the 
laboratory indicate that about 200,000 cords of wood of the 
5,228,558 cords used by pulp mills were slab wood and mill waste. 

“More than fifty per cent of the original wood used by pulp 
mills finds its way into waste liquor, produced incident to the 
manufacture of pulp,” the laboratory statement said. “A great 
waste is sustained by the loss of soda in both soda and sulphite 
pulp making. Experiments are now being conducted to find a 
use for waste sulphite liquors. It is hoped that they can be used 
in the manufacture of chemicals. It is also believed that much of 
the waste of the pulp mill can be utilized by tanneries. The 
laboratory at present realizes the problems of the utilization of 
these wastes and just now is working toward definite objectives 
which may be accomplished during the next year or two.” 


Newspapers Decrease Size 
The paper shortage, which has been acute for many months, 
was made particularly so during the strike of railroad switchmen 


and as a result nearly every newspaper in the state was obliged 
to curtail its size to conserve its print paper supply. The metro- 
politan dailies were hit the hardest, although all newspapers suf- 
fered. The Chicago Tribune, usually printing from 24 to 36 
pages, issued 12-page editions for several weeks. The Milwaukee 
Journal eliminated all advertising from papers distributed outside 
of Milwaukee’s trade zone. The state edition consisted of only 
eight pages as compared with from 24 to 36 formerly. The 
Kenosha Daily News printed its editions on wrapping paper for 
several days when its print paper stock melted away with no 
prospect of replenishing it. Sunday editions of all newspapers 
were greatly reduced in size by eliminating many features. The 
situation is showing some improvement over the last few weeks 
and papers are gradually returning to their normal size. One 
result of the shortage has been the abandonment of all circu- 
lation campaigns, 


Flambeau Paper Co. Buys Timber Land 
A land deal involving $39,000 was completed at Hurley, Wis., 
when the Flambeau Paper Company of Park Falls purchased a 
large tract of land containing much timber suitable for paper 
manufacturing. This deal was the largest in that section of the 
state since the days when entire sections and townships were sold. 


May Interfere with Pulpwood Production 

A threatened strike of timberworkers, scheduled for May 4, 
may interfere with production of pulpwood. Several thousand 
lumbering men will quit work on that date unless their demands 
for higher wages are granted. Employers thus far have indicated 
that they will fight and are preparing for a struggle by shipping 
as much lumber as possible. Trainloads of pulpwood are arriv- 
ing in mill cities, and immense stocks that have not been touched 
for many months are almost depleted.

the trade were not at the high flood at which they are found today. 
Paper manufacturers in this city agree that the transaction was 
a very flattering one for the former owners, of whom President 
Moore was a very important member. 


De Grasse Paper Co. Improvements 

The contract for the erection of the large wet machine addition 
to the mill of the DeGrasse Paper Company at Pyrites has just 
been awarded to Hodge & Foster, contractors of this city. The 
figure at which the work will be done is not made public, but 
it is understood that it is somewhere around $100,000. 

Plans for the big structure were drawn by Charles E. Eaton, 
mill and hydraulic engineer of this city, and were announced a few 
weeks ago. They call for a fireproof reinforced concrete and steel 
building 60 x 208 feet in dimensions and two stories high, with 
steel sashes. It will adjoin the main mill and extend along the 
company flume. 

Work will be started by the contractors May 1 and it is expected 
that the building will be ready for occupancy in three months. 
From 50 to 100 men will be used on the job. 


Cost Association to Meet 

“Cost accounting as an aid to profitable management,” will be 
the theme of an address by C. E. Wellington of the Scoville- 
Wellington Company of Boston, before the Black River Cost As- 
sociation at the Black River Valley Club at 5 o’clock this afternoon. 
Dinner will be served at 6:30 and a round table talk will follow. 

This is the third meeting of the executives and accounting of- 
ficers of the paper mills in this section of the State, and President 
J. C. McCormick expects this one will be the largest yet held. 
He said today that he has assurances that many executive officers 
of the companies interested will be present to hear the expert 
address by Mr. Wellington.

SEO MARI 
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SITUATION IN NEWS PRINT 
IN CANADA IS CLEARING UP 


Disposition on the Part of Both Publishers and Manufacturers 
Towards an Amicable Arrangement for the Supply of 
News Print at Reasonable Prices Under Present Market 
Conditions—Pulp and Paper Stocks on Montreal Stock 
Market Share in Weakness Common to Entire List Due 
to the Tightness of Money—Brompton Pulp & Paper Co. 
to Build New 18,000-Ton Pulp Mill at East Angus.

MontTrEAL, Que., April 27, 1920.—There is no sign at present that 
the decision of the Supreme Court of Canada, which practically 
abolished news print control, will result in any hostility between 
the publishers and news print manufacturers in Canada. There ap- 
pears to be a disposition on both sides towards an amicable ar- 
rangement for the supply of the domestic news paper at a reason- 
able price under present market conditions. Price Brothers & 
Co., who submitted to an order to supply certain Montreal 
firms with news print as a necessary preliminary to the hearing 
of their case in the Appeal Court, have announced their willing- 
ness to continue to supply news print to the same Canadian firms 
at $90 per ton f. o. b. in New York funds, until the end of June, 
after which period their whole output is understood to be con- 
tracted for. This arrangement will enable the papers to make 
other plans for obtaining their supply. 


Decline in Pulp and Paper Securities 

The pulp and paper issues on the Montreal Stock market 
shared in the weakness common to the entire list during the 
week, owing to the tightness of money in the local district, which 
caused the liquidation of weak accounts and also owing to the 
weaker tendency of securities in New York, which was reflected 
to a greater extent on the Montreal list than has been the case 
for some time. It is claimed that the weakness can only be tem- 
porary as fundamental conditions as far as the pulp and paper 
interests are concerned have never been better. The rapid in- 
crease in the value and volume of pulp and paper exports is still 
in evidence and there is no question that the opportunity exists 
for further expansion and that this opportunity will be taken 
advantage of to the full to meet conditions which for many years 
to come will make the pulp and paper industry one of the greatest 
of Canadian assets. 


Peculiar Action Against Paper Mills 

Justice Maclennan in the Superior Court at Montreal has re- 
served judgment after hearing argument of counsel engaged in 
the case in which Albert Joseph Brown, K.C., is suing the Canada 
Paper Company for $15,000 damages and asking for the issue of 
a writ of injunction which shall restrain the company from using 
sulphate of soda in the manufacture of pulp and paper in its 
works at Windsor Mills, Que. 

Mr. Brown is the owner of a summer residence at Windsor, and 
he complains in his action that he was deprived of the enjoyment 
of that residence during the summers of 1917 and 1918, owing to 
the disagreeable odors emanating from the defendants’ works 
through the use of the chemical complained of. 

There are over six hundred foolscap pages of typewritten evi- 
dence. The case was heard on April 6, 7, 8 and 9, and adjourn- 
ment then made until Saturday last for argument by counsel. 

For the defense it was argued that the plaintiff, by his silence 
after the change took place, from the use of carbonate of soda to 
sulphate of soda, in the production of pulp and paper at ‘de- 
fendants’ mills in 1908, until 1915, when the first complaint was 


made, amounted to toleration and acquiescence in what was done. 
It was said to be absolutely necessary to make this change if the 
company was to compete with other companies engaged in this 
industry. The system now used was the most modern, and 
everything that was possible had been done to obviate noxious 
odors. Whatever smell there was now was not injurious to 
health or vegetation. People who lived at Windsor Mills had 
become accustomed to the odor, and, counsel said, suffered no 
inconvenience. It was only occasional visitors and summer resi- 
dents who complained of unpleasantness. If any inconveniences 
were suffered—which counsel did not admit—it was argued that 
plaintiff could claim only damages. It was denied that he could 
legally be granted now an injunction to compel the company to 
halt its present system of manufacture. 

In reply, it was denied on behalf of plaintiff that he had been 
silent about the company’s change to the use of sulphate of soda. 
Therefore, it could not be logically argued that he ever sanc- 
tioned by his silence what was done. He had repeatedly com- 
plained, and had been repeatedly assured that the cause of his 
complaint would be removed. Nevertheless, the company’s use 
of sulphate of soda went on increasing gradually year by year, so 
that finally the odors became intolerable and plaintiff was de- 
prived of the proper enjoyment of his residence, If plaintiff had 
proved his case, it was submitted that he unquestionably had a 
right to a writ to restrain the company from continuing the offence 
in addition to a right to claim damages. And, in certain circum- 
stances, it was said, the plaintiff might claim the right to have the 
court order the objectionable thing destroyed. 

No announcement was made by the court as to when judgment 
would be delivered. 


Brompton to Build New Pulp Mill 


Directors of the Brompton Pulp and Paper Company, Limited, 
met in Montreal a day or two ago, but beyond declaring the usual 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent on the common shares of the 
enterprise, failed to take any action on the rumored capital re- 
organization of the company, reports regarding which have been 
current in market circles for several days past. 

Following the meeting of the board, however, it was announced 
that the construction of the new 18,000-ton pulp mill at East 
Angus would be proceeded with without delay, and it is hoped that 
the new installation will be in full operation before the end of the 
current year. 

Whether the proposal to double the common capitalization of 
the Brompton enterprise to $14,000,000 by issuing $7,000,000 par 
value of new stock at $20 or $25 per share was discussed at the 
meeting was not stated, but it is understood that the plan is still 
under the consideration of the executive and the near future may 
see some developments in this respect. 

The quarterly dividend of the board, declared at the same meet- 
ing, is payable on May 7, next, to shareholders of record as at 
April 30. 

New Paper Mill 

Pulp and paper mills are “growing” out of the bush in Quebec, 
province, and district thick and fast nowadays, and the latest ad- 
dition to the paper-producing industry in the province is the 
Murray Bay Power and Pulp Company, Ltd., which was granted 
provisional letters patent on Saturday. The company’s capital 
will be initially of $750,000 and its head offices will be located at 
Murray Bay, county of Charlevoix. 


Ground Wood Mill to Supply Buffalo 
A despatch from New York published here says the Wolf River 
Pulp and Paper Company, Limited, which has just been organized 
with a capital of $1,000,000, has bought the property of the River 
du Loup Pulp Company, Ltd., Fraserville, Que. This property

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STRIKE STILL DISTURBS 
CHICAGO PAPER TRADE 


Embargoes Which Are Being Maintained on Paper Makes it 
Almost Impossible to Ship Paper from the Mills into the 
City—Stocks of Paper in the Hands of Jobbers Are 
Dangerously Low and There Is no Chance of Replenish- 
ing Them in the Near Future—Many Directories and 
Catalogs Are Being Held Up as a Result of the Failure 
of Expected Shipments of Paper to Arrive.

Cuicaco, April 26, 1920.—The paper industry of the city is 
still struggling with the railroad strike. The outlook for a settle- 
ment of the trouble here is little better than it was a week ago. 
While some of the strikers have returned to their jobs, and while 
it is generally recognized that the strike is a failure, a large 
percentage of the strikers are refusing to return to their jobs. 
Railroad officials claim that the movement of freight in the local 
yards is 83 per cent of normal, but at the same time they are 
maintaining embargoes on paper against Chicago, making it 
almost impossible to ship paper from the mills into the city. 
Local jobbing firms who have customers out of the city are finding 
it almost out of the question to make shipments for more than 
a hundred miles. The railroads will not accept shipments for a 
greater distance. The stocks of paper in the hands of the local 
jobbers are dangerously low, and there is no chance for replen- 
ishing them in the near future. Thousands of carloads of freight 
are congested on the outskirts of the city. They must still be 
handled by the switching crews after conditions have returned 
to normal. This will require many weeks, so that the outlook 
for a satisfactory transportation situation during the balancé of 
the spring is not very good. 

Dominant Feature of the Market 

The railroad situation is the dominant feature of the local 
paper market. Everything else seems to hinge on that matter. 
Prices have remained the same, for while it is almost out of the 
question to bring paper into the city it is also difficult to ship 
out of the city. The result has been that the supply for the 
local trade has remained about the same. The railroads at first 
put up embargoes on news print intended for the use of the 
Chicago daily papers, but after strong representations had been 
made by the publishers, the carriers agreed to allow the paper 
to come through. The newspapers are unloading their paper on 
the outskirts of the city and conveying it to the warehouses or 
to the pressrooms by means of their delivery trucks. Many 
directories and catalogs are being held up here as a result of the 
failure of expected paper shipments to arrive. The paper mills 
are forced to ship to those points where they are certain that 
delivery can be made. They do not challenge the embargoes of 
the railroads against Chicago. This is only natural, of course. 
The mills under present conditions have half a dozen customers 
for every pound of paper they can make, and it is logical that 
they should ship to the fellow who is in a position to handle the 
shipments upon its arrival. 

Returning from the Convention 

Western dealers and mill representatives who were east to 
attend the convention of the American Pulp & Paper Manufac- 
turers’ Association’ and the National Paper Trade Association 
continued to return home last week. They filtered through the 
city, stopping to chat for a few hours with their friends. In 
spite of the fact that conditions in the trade are troublesome, 
everybody seemed cheerful and optimistic concerning the future. 
The reports at the convention showed that there is such a deep- 
rooted demand for paper that present. prosperity is likely to con-

tinue for some time to come, even if the industry is plagued with 
such things as transportation troubles, strikes, and the like. 
Everybody had praise for the manner in which the conventions 
were handled. Quite a few declared the conventions were the 
best they had ever attended. 


A Lesson for the Paper Trade 

Fred Dresskell, manager of the Chicago office of the Champion 
Coated Paper Company, returned to the city a few days ago 
after a coastwise trip through the Panama Canal. He was 
strongly impressed, he said, with the wisdom of the fish which 
inhabit Central American waters on the Pacific Coast side. 

“When the boat put in at a harbor,” said Mr. Dresskell, 
“thousands of fish of all sizes and degrees gathered around the 
boat. To test their hunger we first threw chunks of meat and 
other goodies over the side of the boat. They were eagerly 
snapped up. Then everybody, including myself, ran for a hook 
and line. We fished and we fished and we fished, but they 
refused to bit. Only one passenger caught a fish during the ’ 
entire trip. I tried my best. I put on a bait fit for the king 
of fish, but with no results. Such shrewdness, in the paper trade, 
would make millionaires of us all in a very short time, I think.”

When- 
ever possible the figures for 1920 are compared with those for 
the corresponding period of 1919,

Note—Above figures for total print do mot include hanging paper, but 
include the print paper production of mills: operating for the most part on 
some other grade. All figures prior to March, 1919, have been prorated from 
a weekly basis to. a calendar month basis. 


The average or normal production of total print and standard 
news based upon the total combined production for the years 
1917, 1918 and 1919 amounted to 117,072 tons of total print and 
105,300 tons of standard news for a period corresponding to 
March. The actual production amounted to 127,847 tons of total 
print and 119,152 tons of standard news, an increase in the case 
of total print of more than 9 per cent over the average for the 
three-year period and an increase in the case of standard news of 
more than 13 per cent over the average. 

The increase in the production of news print in March, 1920, 
over March, 1919, amounted’ to more than 11 per cent for total 
print and more than 14 per cent for standard news. 


Mill stocks of total print decreased during March while those 
for standard news increased. 

In addition to the stocks given above 70 tons were reported on 
hand at terminal delivery points on March 31, 1920. 


Loss of Production 
‘Reports from 90 mills operating 191 machines running full or 
partial time on news print paper showed the following loss of time 
during the month of March, 1920.

The total time the machines were idle increased from 2,845 
hours in February to 5,143 hours in March. No lost time due to 
lack of orders was reported by news print mills. The lost time 
due to lack of coal amounted to 375 hours. The lost time shown 
under other reasons is due chiefly to lack of material and lack of 
power.

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TORONTO PAPER MAKERS 
HOLD SAFETY CONVENTION 


Encouraging Reports Are Presented at the Annual Meeting of 
the Ontario Pulp and Paper Makers’ Safety Association— 
George Carruthers, of the Interstate Tissue Mills Co., Is 
Chosen President of the Association for the Ensuing Year 
—Other Officers of the Association—Safety Movement Is 
Based on the Cooperation of the Management, Foremen 
and Employees. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT] 

Toronto, Ont., April 26, 1920.—Encouraging reports were pre- 
sented at the annual meeting of Ontario Pulp and Paper Makers’ 
Safety Association, which was held on April 21. The association 
comprises some thirty-five pulp and paper industries in the province 
of: Ontario and good progress has.been made in the work. Each 
year shows deeper interest in the movement and, under the able 
direction of A. P. Costigane, of Toronto, safety engineer and 
secretary of the association, the future is full of promise and fruit- 
ful results. 

The New Officers 


I. H. Weldon, of the Provincial Paper Mills Company, Toronto, 
who has been president of the Ontario Pulp and Paper Makers’ 
Association for the past three years, resigned and George Car- 
ruthers, of the Interlake Tissue Mills Co., Toronto, was elected 
president for the coming year. The directors appointed for 1920 
were: C. Nelson Gain, Don Valley Paper Company, Toronto; Col. 
C. H. L. Jones, Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills, Sault Ste. 
Marie; C. B. Thorne, Riordon Pulp and Paper Company, Hawkes- 
bury; L. R. Wilson, Abitibi Power and Paper Company, Iroquois 
Falls; H. F. E. Kent, Kinleith Paper Company, St. Catherines; 
I. H. Weldon, Provincial Paper Mills Company, Toronto; George 
Carruthers, Interlake Tissue Mills Company, Toronto. 


President Weldon’s Report 


In his annual report, President Weldon said that it was gratifying 
to know that the work along educational lines had been more in- 
tensive than ever during 1919. Meetings of employees were or- 
ganized on @ larger scale and judging from the year’s statistics 
their influence is beginning to show in the downward accident 
curve, Great progress had been made in securing the cooperation 
of the employees in those mills where the management was right 
behind the safety movement. 

Continuing Mr. Weldon said in part: “Unfortunately there are 
still instances where the desired support of the management is not 
forthcoming. One would think that in the latter cases a study 
of the annual report issued by the Workmen’s Compensation Board, 
which shows clearly the ever-increasing cost of compensation, 
would carry the conviction that accident prevention pays. The 
mills not active in accident prevention to my mind are shirking 
a duty, and thereby placing a heavier burden on their fellow em- 
ployers. It is not playing the game.” 

Mr. Weldon referred tv the number of accidents caused directly 
or indirectly by employees discarding or removing safety devices 
provided and added: “One would imagine if an employer is will- 
ing to provide safeguards, that in the event of an accident taking 
place owing to willful misuse of such safeguards, a portion of the 
burden caused by such accidents should be borne by the individual. 
If a lower rate of compensation was paid to the party injured 
under such circumstances as noted above, possibly there would 
be a decrease in the frequency of their occurrence. 

“A new note was struck in educative work this year in the form 
of a Safety Calendar. This calendar is the first of its kind to be 
produced in Canada; it is unique in so far as it was designed by 
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Canadians, the paper was made in a Canadian mill, and the print- 
ing was done in a Canadian establishment by Canadian workmen. 
Accidents are serious, but there is nothing that I know of that 
more effectively reaches the employees and their families than 
practical illustrations when treated from a humorous point of 
view, without detracting from the seriousness of the lesson con- 
veyed. 


“There has been no change in the Act during the year, but I 
understand several amendments will be considered during the 
present session of Parliament; these deal principally with an in- 
creased scale of compensation and pensions. 


“The merit rating system recently introduced seems to be giving 
satisfaction. Under this system each firm’s assessment is regu- 
lated by the cost of their own accidents. Companies with a good 
accident record receive a merit rebate, whereas companies whose 
accidents during the year cost more than the estimated amount 
are called on to pay a supplementary assessment.” 


Secretary Costigane’s Address 


A. P. Costigane, safety engineer and secretary of the association, 
in his annual report gave a most comprehensive report of the work 
for 1919, remarking that carrying on accident prevention had been 
somewhat lessened during 1919 owing to more stable conditions 
in the labor market. The difficulty of obtaining skilled help was 
not so great as large numbers of skilled men had returned from 
the service in France to the industry in which they were fortaerly 
engaged. This fact alone had helped toward a reduction in ac- 
cidents as during the war period the victims of a large percentage 
of accidents were green men attracted to the industry at that time 
by the high wages paid. During the year a marked improvement 
had been shown in the attitude of superintendents and foremen 
toward the movement. In the majority of cases not only was a 
sympathetic attitude exhibited, but active assistance was given in 
organizing meetings and making suggestions for improving con- 
ditions; especially was this the case where the management had 
let it be understood clearly that the company was sincerely behind 
the movement. 


“There are unfortunately still a few cases,” continued Mr. Cos- 
tigane, “where official apathy prevents progress. Under these 
circumstances the one thing to be done is to confine our efforts to 
the guarding of physical hazards.” 

A large number of Safety Rallies were held during the year 
which were well attended. The 1920 Safety Calendar, which was 
the first of its kind produced in Canada was well received. A 
similar calendar is being prepared for 1921 and the hope was ex- 
pressed that all the mills would order sufficient copies to present 
one to each of their employees at the New Year. 

Concluding, Mr. Costigane said: “Possibly this is an opportune 
moment to recapitulate the fundamental principles underlying the 
Safety Movement. The movement is based on the cooperation of 
the management, foremen and employees. It is in the interest of 
all, and the duties of each can be clearly outlined. 

“An efficient safety organization starts at the top. The man- 
agement must do its part not only by a show of interest, but an 
active interest in giving effect to reasonable suggestions involving 
the safeguarding of physical hazards, sanitary conditions, lighting, 
plant housekeeping, etc. A safety organization to get anywhere 
must be backed by enthusiasm on the part of the management. If 
this is the case it is not long till every foreman and employee 
realizes that the company is in dead earnest in its efforts to make 
the plant safe. 

“The duties of the superintendent are in effect the same as the 
management, but coming in direct touch with all foremen, his en- 
thusiasm is communicated to his assistants and brings about whole- 
hearted and intelligent cooperation. Where the superintendent

HIGHER ON SOME PAPERS 


Book Papers and Cheap Bonds Are Up from 114 to 2 Cents 


per Pound—Spot News Print Is Selling from 13 to 1314 
Cents, with Reports of Sales at Much Higher Prices— 
Universal Waste Products Co. Opens Big Warehouse 
and Appeals to Public to Save Waste Paper—Proposals 


for Supplying State with Paper, Envelopes, Etc., Will 
Be Received Until May 11. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PuHiLabetpuia, April 26, 1920.—Though a definite advance of 1% 
to 2 cents a pound on book and cheap bonds was announced by the 
jobbers during the week, prices are still being fixed by the con- 
sumer whose eagerness to get prompt deliveries, intensified during 
the -week by the interruption of freight deliveries and embargoes 
and by the menance of still further delays by an impending strike 
of teamsters, was such that offers considerably in excess of even 
the announced advance are being made for immediate deliveries. 
None of the larger firms, however, are yielding to the temptation. 
All are making their best efforts to supply the old customers ir- 
respective of higher price temptations and to continue doing busi- 
ness in a legitimate way—a matter of great difficulty in the present 
chaotic, topsy turvy condition of affairs. 

While no formal announcement of a news advance was made 
the run of prices for spot news is now 13 to 13%4 cents. There are 
many reports of isolated sales at much higher figures, of course, 
but the trade is putting forth its best efforts to stabilize prices and 
conditions so far as possible. Kraft and wrappings advanced too. 
But then there is such a scarcity of all kinds of papers, tissues, 
supers, wrapping, that after all the consumer’s chief concern is 
where stock can be purchased, not the price at which it is held. 

Critical Situation in News Print 

A situation which was absolutely critical confronted the news- 
papers in the early part of the week but for the time at least, has 
been averted. There was such a shortage of news that editions 
were being cut out. Suspension of publication actually loomed up 
for some of the papers. The newspaper proprietors, however, got 
together. Then the Pennsylvania Railroad officials announced that 
they had lifted all restrictions against the movement of news print 
and in the week succeeding there came into the city 80 carloads 
of news from the International, the Great Northern, and other 
companies over the Pennsy tracks alone. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road ordered that news print was to have the same preferential 
status as perishable food products and that cars were to be made 
up wherever possible into solid trains. 

Some measure of relief too was afforded the wrapping paper sit- 
uation. During the early part of the week 18 carloads of wrapping 
and kraft from the New York and Pennsylvania mill at Lock 
Haven reached the city and towards the close of the week, seven 
carloads came from the book mill at Johnstonburg. But after 
all, this was merely a drop in the bucket. The paper never reached 
the shelves of the jobbing houses. It had all been sold before it 
came to town and it was taken immediately from the car to 
waiting trucks. and then to consumers. There was certainly no 
delay in transit once the paper came into the city limits. 


Paper Stock Prices Unchanged 
While there are slightly larger amounts of paper stocks in the 
warehouses of the jobbers, prices remained firm and unchanged. 
The small accumulations which grew, were due to inability to 
ship goods out of the city. Because of. the large local supplies 
available, the three: machines of the Philadelphia Paper Manufac- 
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turing Company at Manayunk resumed operations during the past 


week. But the Dill & Collins pulp mill is still down. Shipments 
of paper by barge to New York and other points still is being 
made. 
Shipping Paper by Truck 

-One rather spectacular movement was observed by some of the 
trade—but its meaning was not revealed. A few early commuters 
last week saw on the Lincoln Highway a caravan of between 30 
and 40 auto trucks carrying a New York pennant and with cur- 
tains marked Akron, Ohio, moving New Yorkwards from this city, 
loaded with rolls of either book or news print. It was assumed 
that the fleet of trucks represented one of the “Ship by motor 
trucks” campaigns which the West is carrying on. 


Waste Paper Market Opened 

The “Philadelphia Waste Paper Market” was formally opened 
this week by the Universal Waste Products Company in the big 
warehouse 2546 Callowhill street and the public was appealed to, 
to telephone its offerings which would be called’for and paid for 
spot cash. The new concern is being operated by Newell J. Lewis, 
president of the Pennsylvania Paper Stock Company of Pitts- 
burgh. His purchase of the Callowhill street warehouse was an- 
nounced in these columns last week. 

It develops that the Pennsylvania Company had a contract with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company for the purchase of all its 
paper stock, but that recently the railroad company took over the 
stock company’s organization of pickers and sorters, established at 
151 and Filbert streets, and is now separating its own stock. The 
railroad company too has adopted the policy of letting a three 
months’ contract for its stock through competitive bidding. At 
the present time, the Gatti-McQuaide Company is the successful 
bidder. The Newell organization, losing the contract, thereupon 
puchased the old Fleisher warehouse, 2546 to 2608 Callowhill street, 
and therein one of the most complete paper stock plants in the 
United States is to be developed. It will be in charge of W. C. 
Biles for several years with the Pennsylvania Company and for- 
merly with A. F. Mullen and William G. McTague. Mr. Biles says 
that the Universal Company will put up every variety of stock 
known to the trade and that there are to be installed in the new 
warehouses eight presses and a most modern conveyor system. 
The company has four teams at work now and proposes to sup- 
plement them in the near future. The warehouse covers an area 
of 171 by 278 feet and the buildings are two, three and four stories 
high, giving abundant room for assortment and grading by more 
than the 100 employees it is proposed to put to work. Expendi- 
ture for building and for installations to be made, he said, will 
aggregate $500,000. 

Proposals for Paper 

Proposals will be received by the superintendent of public 
grounds and buildings, Harrisburg, Pa., till noon, May 11, for 
supplying the Commonwealth for the year ending May 31, 1921, 
with paper and envelopes, books and general office supplies.

Booth and Eddy Plant Advance Wages 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ottawa, Ont., April 22, 1920.—Nearly two thousand five hun- 
dred men and women employed in the big pulp, paper and lumber 
industries of the Chaudiere will benefit through wage increases an- 
nounced on Saturday by John R. Booth and the E. B. Eddy Com- 
pany. Approximately ten thousand residents of the two cities 
will be affected. 

Every employee of the big J. R. Booth industry at the Chaudiere, 
exclusive of the office staff, and those who have recently been 
granted increases, will receive an increase of twenty per cent of 
his present rate of wages, dating from May 1. 

This announcement was made by J. R. Booth on Saturday, fol- 
lowing the acceptance of the pulp, paper and sulphite workers, of 
the twenty per cent increase which was agreed to by the paper 
manufacturers, at the conference recently held in New York, and 
which was ratified on Wednesday last, following a vote taken all 


over the American continent by pulp, paper and sulphite workers, 
at which they agreed to accept the increase. 

J. R. Booth, upon receiving confirmation of the new schedule, 
after a consultation with J. Fred Booth, who has charge of the 
practical end of the big Chaudiere concern, decided to make the 
increase applicable to all his employees. 

This voluntary act of Mr. Booth, whose kindly consideration 
of the interests of his employees, as cémpatible with the proper 
conducting of his business, has earned for him an enviable repu- 
tation, will mean that the company’s payroll, which is at present 
estimated at $2,000,000, will be augmented by approximately 
$400,000. 

It might be pointed out also that the cost of plant, equipment 
and commodities essential in the production of pulp paper and 
lumber, has increased to the extent of betweén one and three hun- 
dred per cent in some instances during the past four years. An 
idea of the upward trend of wages in the J. R. Booth mills is 
furnished in the case of machine tenders, who before the war 
were receiving $4.50 per day, and who under the new schedule 
which comes into effect on May 1, will be paid at the rate of 
$8.64 per diem. 

Despite this enormous increase in both the cost of production 
and the salary list, Mr. Booth has realized that the cost of living 
to the workingman is such as to demand he be given an equitable 
return for his labor, hence the decision to voluntarily grant the 
twenty per cent increase. 

It is a fact well known to the general public that J. R. Booth 
keeps upon his annual payroll a number of aged employees whose 
usefulness to the company is infinitesimal, but who, Mr. Booth 
says, “must be provided with work, so that they may live out their 
lives in some kind of comfort.” They, together with the sawmill 
workers, electricians, teamsters, laborers and other workers in the 
big industry will share in the increase of wages. 

Employees of the E. B. Eddy Company at the Chaudiere, will 
figure in a substantial increase of wages, which is to come into 
effect on May 1. 

George H. Millen, president of the company, stated yesterday 
that a new schedule of wages was now being prepared, which 
would include every employee of the company, and which would 
be in the neighborhood of twenty per cent over the existing scale. 


News Print from Bamboo 

Lonpon, England, April 26, 1920.—The World’s Paper Trade 
Review says that Mr. Raut, cellulose expert of the Government of 
India, is on a visit to this country in connection with the develop- 
ment of the pulp resources of India, and primarily to obtain a 
pulp-making plant for further experimental work in investigating 
new sources of paper-making material and for assisting the devel- 
opment of bamboo pulp enterprises. 

During the last five years Mr. Raut has explored the whole of 
the coastal belt of Burma and at an approximate estimate he asserts 
that there is sufficient bamboo in sight, with the Savannah grasses 
of Assam, to produce 14,000,000 tons of dry pulp per annum. 
Bamboo pulp, he says, has many features in common with esparto 
and can ‘be used for all grades of paper. For news print, while 
it does not entirely take the place of strong sulphite, bamboo pulp 
can be advantageously used to the extent of half the present per- 
centage of sulphite, and if mechanical pulp continues to maintain 
anything like its present value it. can be so cheaply produced 
that it can take the place of mechanical pulp entirely. The total 
cost of production will not exceed one-half of the present cost 
of wood pulp. 

The Indian Government has granted concessions to pioneer 
companies on extremely favorable terms, and schemes are being 
developed for the production of about 70,000 tons of bamboo 
pulp per annum,

Obituary 


Chauncey W. Young 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 26, 1920.— Chauncey W. Young, for many 
years identified with the paper trade of the Miami Valley, died 
Saturday night at 10:30 o’clock at his home, 210 Salem avenue, this 
city, following a long illness. His illness was due to diabetis and 
this caused a complication of maladies which resulted in his de- 
mise. He was about 65 years of age. 

Mr. Young resided in Dayton for 27 years, having come here 
from Cincinnati in 1893, at which time he was a salesman for the 
Harding Paper Company of Franklin, before that company’s mills 
at Franklin ana Excello were acquired by the American Writing 
Paper Company. 

Later he became superintendent of the Harding mill and when 
the White Paper Company was organized in Dayton he became a 
leading stockholder and served as manager and superintendent for 
some time. Financial difficulties were encountered by the White 
company and its mills were bought by the Aetna Paper Company, 
which now conducts a successful business. For a time Mr. Young 
was with the Aetna’s sale forces, but:during the past several years 
he has not been on the road for a great length of time, though 
since severing his connections with his old firms he has represented 
different interests. 

Mr. Young spent his early life in Birmingham, Ill. He entered 
the paper business at an early age and was considered one of the 
best paper makers and salesmen in the country when in his prime. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Jane C. Young, and one son, 
Captain Walter P. Young; two daughters, Mrs. J. H. Bobstetter 
and Mrs. Edwin Bosler; and a brother, Frank Young, who resides 
in New York. 

The funeral will take place tomorrow and the body will be in- 
terred at Franklin, 17 miles south of Dayton, where he resided 
for several years. 


James Uptegraff

Nracara Fatts, April 26, 1920.—James Uptegraff, 53 years old, 
for many years prominently identified with the manufacture of 
wall paper, died at his home at Beaver, Pa., last Friday night. 
according to information received here. He had been ill for 18 
months. 

Mr. Uptegraff was treasurer of the Defiance Wall Paper Com- 
pany of this city and of the Pittsburgh Wall Paper Company of 
New Brighton, Pa. He was instrumental in organizing the De- 
fiance Paper Company and establishing its plant here in 1909.

Arthur Smalley 

Arthur Smalley, co-partner of Edwin Butterworth & Co., who 
was in charge of their office at Manchester, England, died recently 
on board the ship Kaiserin Augusta Victoria en route to the 
United States. Mr. Smalley was born in England and first be- 
came associated with the paper mills supplies business in the of- 
fice of Edwin*Butterworth 45 years ago. At the time of his 
demise he was 69 years of age. Mr. Smalley made frequent trips 
to this country prior to the war, and throughout his extensive 
travels in this country and Europe, had made many friends, who 
greatly mourn his loss. 
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A New Paper Machine Apron 
Paper mills equipped with Fourdrinier machines, of which 
there are about nine hundred in United States mills, have up to 
the present time used for aprons single and double coated drills 
and ducks with patent leather finish; also some rubber aprons. 
The patent leather aprons have not been entirely satisfactory 


because there is a constant tendency to buckle. This is caused by 
the water soaking into the fibre of the base fabric. 

If the machine continues to run with these ridges or buckles 
on the edge of the apron where it lies on the wire, the fibre in 
solution passes to each side of this raised place, causing a thin 
spot or line to be formed in the paper. Therefore, in order to 
prevent buckling, it is necessary to eliminate the possibility of 
shrinkage of the apron. 

In recent experiments, this has been accomplished by a special 
process, using a pyroxylin solution, which thoroughly waterproofs 
the fabric. 

Among others trying the new apron material is the Oxford 
Paper Company. D. B. Morris, of that concern, states that the 
new aprons are lasting three to four times as long as those for- 
merly used. H. E. Walker, of the Augustine Mills of the Jessup 
& Moore Paper Company, says he finds the new material thor- 
oughly practical and far superior to anything heretofore used for 
this purpose. 


Paper Converting Corp. Building at Niagara Falls 

Wisconsin paper men have recently organized the Paper Con- 
verting Corporation, incorporated under the laws of New York 
for $1,000,000. The officers are M. A. Wertheimer, president; 
F, J. Sensenbrenner, vice-president; Karl E. Stansbury, treasurer ; 
G. L. Giddings, secretary. 

A two-machine paper mill and converting plant is now under 
consideration at Niagara Falls, N. Y., the contract having been 
given to the Lackawanna Bridge Company. The building will 
be 350 by 100, two story, of concrete, brick and steel construction, 
thoroughly modern in every respect. 

The Paper Converting Corporation expects to begin making 
paper by October 1, 1920. The product will consist of tissue and 
light machine glazed papers of a special nature, which will be 
converted into fruit wrappers, waxed bread wrappers, printed 
labels and wrappers. 

This enterprise is independent of the paper mill now.in course 
cf construction at Niagara Falls by the Kimberly-Clark Company. 


Urge Commission on Canada Pulp 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 27, 1920.—Creation of a commission 
to confer with Canada relative to restrictive orders on the ex- 
portation of pulp wood to the United States was urged today be- 
fore the House Foreign Affairs Committee by A. J. Baldwin of 
New York, representing the National Publishers’ Association. 
Such a commission, he said, would aid materially in solving a 
delicate situation and would serve until permanent treaty provi- 
sions could be made. Chairman Porter announced that the Senate 
resolution providing for appointment of the commission soon 
would be reported to the House. 


Nekonegan Paper Co. Sold 

Oxtptown, Me., April 27, 1920.—The sale is reported of the 
ground pulp mill of the Nekonegan Paper Company to E. B. 
Draper of Bangor, pulp wood contractor and owner of large Maine 
holdings in timberlands and other property. 

The Nekonegan mill has a capacity of 40 tons of ground pulp 
a day and is operated by water power. It was built in 1899 by 
the late Eben Webster of Orono and since his death has been 
operated by his sons, Fred D. Webster of Boston, president of 
the company, and Alden P. Webster of Orono, treasurer.

Paper Exports Decrease 


The foreign trade in paper for February, the figures for which 
have just been published by the Department of Commerce, were 
about the same as for the preceding month of January, but in the 
case of exports showed a decrease of more than half as compared 
with the figures for February a year ago. The imports of paper 
for February of the current year as compared with February a 
year ago on the other hand showed a gain of more than a million 
dollars. The exports of paper for February amounted to $5,410,- 
926 as compared with $11,163,648 for February, 1919, and $5,533,993 
for February of this year. The exports of paper for the eight 
months ending with February 29 amounted to $43,982,840 as com- 
pared with $51,195,046 for 1919 and $33,261,252 for 1918. 

The exports of news print paper especially continued to show a 
falling off as compared with the same time a year ago. The 
figures for February amounted to $323,671 as compared with 
$1,306,011 for February a year ago and $418,968 for January, 
1919. The exports of news print paper for the eight months end- 
ing with February amounted to $4,327,564 as compared with 
$6,570,020 for 1919 and $6,530,811 for 1918. 

The exports of wrapping paper for February amounted to $398,- 
060 as compared with $782,876 for February a year ago and 
$319,699 for January, 1919. The exports of wrapping paper for 
the eight months ending with February amounted to $3,256,006 as 
compared with $4,036,296 for the same period in 1919. 

The decrease in the exports of writing paper and envelopes for 
February of this year as compared with February*a year ago also 
was exceptionally noticeable. The figures for the former period 
amounted only to $697,277 as compared with $2,514,766 for the 
latter. The figures for January were $593,883 and the figures for 
the eight months ending with February were $4,616,359 as com- 
pared with $7,982,501 for the same period in 1919 and $2,847,416 
in 1918. 

The exports of paper board and strawboard for February 
amounted to $365,674 as compared with $550,105 for February a 
year ago and $286,306 for January of this year. The exports of 
these commodities for the eight months ending with February 
amounted to $2,388,156 as compared with $2,980,549 for the same 
period in 1919 and $1,522,521 in 1918. 

The exports of tissue and toilet paper for February amounted 
to $148,938.as compared with $174,760 for February a year ago 
and $208,173 for January of this year. The exports of tissue and 
toilet paper for the eight months ending with February amounted 
to $1,324,314 as compared with $1,481,313 for the same period in 
1919 and $589,958 in 1918. 

The imports of paper and manufactures of paper for February 
amounted to $5,275,159 as.compared with $4,192,789 for Febraury 
of last year and $5,678,350 for January of this year. The im- 
ports of paper and manufactures of paper for the eight months 


ending with February amounted to $39,377,016 as compared with 
$29,565,030 for the same period in 1919 and $27,091,483 in 1918. 

The figures show that most'of the increase in the imports of 
paper for February as compared with February a year ago was 
in printing paper valued.at not above 5 cents per pound. The 
imports for February were $4,338,740 as compared with $3,600,669 
for February a year ago and $4,447,509 for January of this year. 
The imports of this commodity for the eight months ending with 
February amounted to $31,562,737 as compared with $24,653,475 
for the same period in 1919 and $21,233,262 for the same period 
in 1918. 


The imports of ground wood for February were $392,351 as com- 


pared with $221,343 for February, 1919, and $723,144 for January 
of this year. The imports of ground wood for the eight months 


ending with February amounted to $4,431,821 as compared with 
$3,309,249 for the same period in 1919 and $4,663,728 in 1918. 

The imports of unbleached chemical pulp for February 
amounted to $2,873,482 as compared with $1,574,190 for February 
a year ago and $3,460,442 for January of this year. The imports 
of this commodity for the eight months ending with February 
amounted to $24,764,980 as compared with $17,821,795 for the 
same period in 1919 and $14,469,737 in 1918. 

The imports of bleached pulp for February amounted to 
$470,465 as compared with $96,940 for February a year ago and 
$821,892 for January of this year. The imports of bleached pulp 
for the eight months ending with February amounted to $5,- 
102,493 as compared with $1,481,340 for the same period in 1919 
and $1,747,495 in 1918. 

The average import price of ground wood for February was 
$36.70 per ton as against $28.60 per ton for February a year 
ago and $41.13 per ton for January of this year. The average 
import price of unbleached chemical pulp for February was $76.10 
per ton as compared with $84.09 per ton for February a year ago 
and $78.80 per ton for January of this year. The average import 
price of bleached chemical pulp for February was $115.96 per ton 
as compared with $112.98 per ton for February a year ago and 
$110.00 per ton for January of this year. 

The average import price of pulpwood for February was $9.99 
per cord as compared with $9.50 per cord for February a year 
ago and $9.96 per cord for January of this year. 


Against Congressional Control 
The paper committee of the American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, in its annual report made at the annual convention 
of the association in New York last week, wisely advised against 
congressional interference in the present news print situation, or 


at any rate expressed itself in a manner equivalent to such advice. 
While fully appreciating the power of Congress in situations like 
this, it pointed out such interference would do the publishers at 
best a doubtful service; that the economic law of supply and 
demand will not be denied, and that in the present situation the 
publishers and manufacturers must themselves both aim to find 
the best solution for their respective interests. The committee on 
this point expresses itself in this unmistakable manner: 

“While Congress has far-reaching power, and may, if it sees fit, 
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decree’exclusion from the mails of publications that do not follow 
its bidding, whatever it may be, or possibly commandeer and 
apportion the supply, nevertheless it has not, in all its wisdom, 
power to change the law of supply and demand, and it is the 
working of this law that enables news print manufacturers to 
reap a golden harvest at the present time. 

“When there is not enough of any commodity to meet the 
demand, the price will be high, and while an attempt to control 
or remedy the situation may be made by legislation, the economic 
law will not be denied. One thing we must remember, and that 
is that Congressional interference will do us at best a doubtful 
service, yet while there is need and duty on its part to suppress 
the profiteer, it is of even greater importance, and far more essen- 
tial, to largely increase the supply. 

“For these reasons your committee has not at any time advo- 
cated control of this situation by Congress, believing that the pub- 
lishers and manufacturers must both aim to find the best solution 
for their respective interests. We are happy to say that your 
board of directors is in accord with this view of not recommend- 
ing Congressional control. We suggest, however, that should 
restrictions be enforced, they should apply to all pulp and sulphite 
products, as well as that should restrictions of size be made, they 
should be on a percentage basis as compared with the same 
period of the previous year.” 

It may be fairly assumed that the paper committee of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ Association is acquainted with all 
angles of the news print situation and that it is about as compe- 
tent as any authority in the country to advise on this subject. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that its stand against congressional 
interference with the news print industry will receive the serious 
consideration to which it is entitled. 


To Discuss Industrial Problems 

An important meeting of the Taylor Society, the national organi- 
zation for the promotion of scientific management in industry is to 
be held May 6, 7 and 8 at Rochester, N. Y., under the auspices of 
the Industrial Management Council and the Manufacturers’ Coun- 
cil of the Rochester Chamber of Commerce. A number of promi- 
nent manufacturers, industrial engineers and labor authorities are 
to discuss thoroughly. the present industrial situation, recount their 
interesting experiences and offer constructive opinions which are 
expected to be of real value to all concerned with industry. The 
authoritative papers to be presented and the round table confer- 
ences will cover every phase of production, management and indus- 
trial relations, including sales promotion and office operations. 

“The Industrial Problem” is to be the subject of an address by 
Ernest Martin Hopkins, president of Dartmouth College and dur- 
ing the war Assistant to Secretary Baker. He has been connected 
with the industrial relations policies of a number of the foremost 
corporations“in the country, including the Western Electric Com- 
pany, William Filene’s Sons, the Curtis Publishing Company and 
the New England Telephone Company. 

“Can Industrial Democracy Be Efficient? The Rochester Plan” 
will be discussed by Dr. Meyer Jacobstein, labor manager, Stein- 
Bloch Company, Rochester. “The Worker’s Reaction to Scien- 
tific Management” is to be taken up by Dr. William R. Leiserson, 
chairman, Labor Adjustment Board, Rochester Clothing Industry. 

Other important events on the program are: “The Necessity of 
Planning in Administration,” by H. William Schulze, New York; 
“Balance of Work,” by William D. Hemmerly, the Thompson & 
Lichtner Company, Boston and New York; “Administration in 
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Rochester,” by Henry T. Noyes, general manager, Art in Buttons, 
Inc., Rochester; “The Promulgation of Standards by the Taylor 
Society,” by William O. Lichtner, Thompson & Lichtner Company, 
Boston and New York; “The Necessity of Standards of the Rela- 
tion Between Iflumination and Output,” by Watd Harrison, 
illuminating engineer, Cleveland. 

On Saturday afternoon, May 8, there will be two groups of 
round table conferences, the first including Coordination of Sales 
and Production; Scientific Methods Applied to Sales Operations’ 
Scientific Methods Applied to Office Clerical Operations; Planning. 
The second will cover Routing and Control of Work in Process; 
Standards of Materials, Equipment and Operations; Instruction 
Cards; Daily Labor Inventory. 

The president of the Taylor Society is Henry S. Dennison, who 
was a member of President Wilson’s National Industrial Confer- 
ence. Mr. Dennison, president of the Dennison Manufacturing 
Company, Framingham, Mass., is widely known as a progressive 
employer. The managing director of, the society is Harlow S. 
Person, 29 West 39th street, New York City. The society main- 
tains a widely-used clearing house for information on industrial 
problems. 


Another News Print Investigation 

Wasuincton, D. C., April 27, 1920.—Representative Christopher- 
son of South Dakota, has introduced a resolution in the House 
asking the Federal Trade Commission to make an investigation of 
the news print situation. The resolution which has been referred 
to the Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce is as 
follows: 

“Whereas certain manufacturers and dealers in print paper have 
and are taking advantage of the shortage now existing in the 
supply of print paper and are charging exorbitant prices for the 
supply not contracted for; and 

“Whereas this situation i$ a great burden on the publishers of 
small papers and on publishers who have not been able to contract 
for their supply; Therefore be it 

“Resolved, that the Federal Trade Commission be, and it is 
hereby, authorized and directed to make an immediate inquiry 
and investigation concerning the distribution and sale of print 
paper and to report to the House not later than June 1, 1920; 
and in its report the Federal Trade Commission shall incorporate 
a statement showing the percentage of the supply of print paper 
sold under contract and in the open market, the name of the 
corporation or individual from whom the consumer . purchased 
his supply both under contract and in the open market, and the 
price paid each under both methods of purchase.”

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Horizontal Draining Drums 
Question No. 2508—In many sulphite pulp mills, the pulp is 
pumped from the blow-pit into horizontal draining drums, in which 
it is thickened, in order to assure an efficient working of the fol- 
lowing apparatus, viz: the separator. 
Will you kindly let me know through your Questions and An- 
swers Department: 
The usual dimensions of such drums. 
Their output. 
The number of revolutions. 
The power consumption. 
. Some names of builders? 


Will you also kindly advise me, what can be done to prevent the 
building of froth on the sand-trap and strainers, when working 
sulphate pulp from resinous wood? 

Answer No. 2508.—I do not know of any sulphite mills which 
have such an apparatus as you describe. I have also made several 
inquiries of up-to-date sulphite plants and also of pulp machinery 
builders, but they all agree they never heard of the horizontal 
draining drums to which you refer. Perhaps some of our readers 
may be able to enlighten us on the subject. In some mills it is 
customary to put the stock coming from the blow pits, through a 
washer and then thickened up again before sending it to the 
bleachers. 


A most efficient method for preventing the building up of froth 
is by the use of spray showers. These are specially constructed 
nozzles which throw a fine spray of water in circular formation. 
They should be placed on the water pipe at intervals of about 20 
inches, which makes them very effective. 

Cooking Rags 

Question No. 2509.—Could you advise through your Questions 
and Answer Department as to the best way of cooking No. 1 Blues 
rag in a cylinder rotary. Percentage of lime (CaO) or caustic 
soda, amount of water, steam pressure, time of cooking, etc. The 
steam is let into the rotary at both ends, and steam pipe just comes 
through the journal. Should the level of the cooking liquor come 
higher than the steam inlet? Would it be to advantage to have a 
vent or relieve from the rotary, to blow out air when starting up 
and Jet out foul gases occasionally during the cooking process? 

Answer No. 2509.—Use about 9 per cent lime, bring water up 
to six* inches below steam inlet. Cook twelve hours at 30 to 40 
Ib. pressure. This treatment may have to be varied to suit the 
quality of rags\ received and the method employed in coloring them 
should have some influence in the method employed in decoloring. 
However, in all probability the above treatment will prove satis- 
factory in most instances. 

The level of the cooking liquor should be lower than the steam 
inlet. 


I do not think that any advantages would be had from such a 
blow out vent as you mention. 


Hot Process Water Softener 

The hot process water softener is described in a book recently 
issued by the H. S. B. W. Cochrane Corporation, formerly the 
Harrison Safety Boiler Works, of Philadelphia, Pa. 

The hot process softener is a modern development of the well- 
known lime-soda process, the difference being that the chemicals 
are added to the water only after it has been heated to 205 degrees 
F. or higher, which results in practically instantaneous and com- 
plete chemical reactions and in more rapid settlement of the 
precipitate. The result is a considerable reduction in the time re- 
quired for the sedimentation so that the apparatus can usually 
be installed within power plant buildings and without requiring 
special foundations or housing. The fact that a feed water heater 
is combined as part of the apparatus also reduces the complica- 
tion and the expense of piping, etc. It is also claimed that the 
maximum reduction of scale and sludge forming matter is ob- 
tained with a minimum excess of reagents. and that there is no 
after-precipitation or troublesome deposits of scale and sludge in 
pumps, piping, feed water heaters and boilers, while due to the 
reduced solubility of the products in hot alkaline water, the mini- 
mum amount of sludge-forming solids enter the boiler and the ten- 
dency to priming and foaming is minimized. 

In the present publication these statements are supported by 
scientific data and by the results of practical operation. An im- 
proved type of a chemical feeder designed to force the water into 
the softener against back pressure, and a system of pressure 
filters, are also described. 

The closing chapter enumerates the impurities found in boiler 
feed water and describes the kinds and amounts of chemicals 
necessary for their removal. The book will be of value to all who 
are concerned with the operation of steam boilers. 


American Mills in Ohio Want Advance 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Dayton, Ohio, April 26, 1920.—For the first time in the history 
of the Harding mill at. Franklin the employees went on a strike 
last week for an increase of five to ten per cent above their © 
present pay so that their compensation will accord with that paid 
at the central mills of the American Writing Paper Company at 
Holyoke, Mass. 

The Harding mill is a branch of the American Writing Paper 
Company, having been purchased from the Harding estate some 
years ago. T. A. Jones is manager of the plant. One hundred 
and seventy employees are affected by the walk-out which re- 
sulted in the closing of the mills. 

A strike also is in progress at the Excello mills, near Middle- 
town, which is owned by the American mills and managed by Mr. 
Jones. The complaint at Excello is the same as that made at 
Franklin. 

It is anticipated that the difficulties will be straightened out and 
that the plants will be in operation again within a few days,

It will be known as the Passamaquoddy Land Company, 
with these officers: D. A. Crocker, vice-president of the Eastern 
Manufacturing Company, president; Charles F. Hutchings of the 
Dead River Company, treasurer; D. A. Crocker, Charles F. Hutch- 
ings, E. C. Ryder, E. B. Draper and F. E. Bragg, directors. 

The Eaton lands, so called, are located in the three counties 
of eastern Maine, Penobscot, Washington and Hancock, together 
with small pieces in New Brunswick. 

The Eastern Manufacturing Company, the Orono Pulp and 
Paper Company and E. B. Draper, according to the contracts are 
to have the wood from the land. The Eastern and the Orono con- 
cerns will have the pulpwood which will give them a supply over 
a long term of years in addition to that which they already have.

Sixty-nine publishing concerns held about 47 per cent of the ton- 
nage on hand at. the end of the month. ’ 

The domestic consumption of standard news by metropolitan 
dailies using between one-half and three-fourths of a million tons 
annually increased more than 14 per cent for the year 1919 over 
1918. On the same basis of consumption the increase in the tonnage 
used during the first quarter of 1920 amounted to more than 21 
per cent over the first quarter of 1919 and more than 28 per cent 
over the first quarter of 1918. 


Average Prices Paid by Publishers 

The weighted average price of contract deliveries from domestic 
mills to publishers during March, 1920, f.0.b. mill in carload lots 
for standard news in rolls, was $4.577 per 100 pounds. This 
weighted average is based upon March deliveries of approximately 
65,000 tons on contracts involving a total tonnage of more than 
one million tons of paper manufactured in the United States. 

The weighted average contract price based on deliveries from 
Canadian mills of more than 25,000 tons of standard rolls news 
in carload lots, f.o.b. mill in March, 1920, was $4.556 per 100 
pounds. This weighted average is based upon the March deliveries 
on contracts involving more than 300,000 tons of Canadian paper. 
The greater number of these are short-term contracts covering the 
year 1920. 

The weighted average market price for March of standard 
roll news in carload lots f.o.b. mill based upon domestic purchases 
totaling more than 8,000 tons was $8.797 per 100 pounds.

He de- 
clared that it was a feature of welfare work in which he had 
entire confidence and that he turned the building, completely 
equipped, over to the International Y. M. C. A. which will oper- 
ate it.

Rules to Be Observed 


Improper lacing is probably the most common mistake which 
users make and yet it is the one which causes the most serious 
trouble, often completely nullifying all the knowledge and skill 
which the manufacturer used in making it. There is no excuse 
for ruining a good belt in this way. By observing the following 
simple rules the belt will give the best service of which it is 
capable: 

(1) Cut the ends of the belt absolutely square. 
pend upon your eye or use an ordinary ruler.

If the end is 


slanted in the least degree the pull will come all upon one side 
of the belt and the consequences are likely to be disastrous. 
(2) Make the holes as small as practicable.

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PROPER TREATMENT OF TRANSMISSION BELTS

(3) Leave a sufficient margin at the edge of the belt without 
holes so as to not impair its strength. In belts two inches wide 
to 6 inches, the holes should not be nearer to the edge than % 
inch, in belts 6 inches to 12 inches wide not narrower than % 
inch, and belts 12 inches to 18 inches wide not narrower than 4 
inch. 

(4) Make two rows of holes, in parallel lines straight across 
the width of the belt, and stagger the holes, so that the strain 
comes upon different portions of the belt. 

(5) Be sure that the holes in the two ends to be joined match 
exactly. Otherwise there will be a “jog” in the belt, and this is 
likely to result in tearing the belt lengthwise. 

(6) Use flexible lacing, being careful to have it proportionate 
to the size of the belt. A heavy lacing is likely to cause trouble. 

(7) In lacing the belt, make the pulley side as smooth as 
possible. Rough places and ends should be turned away from 
the pulley. 

(8) In using metal fasteners select those which place the 
strain on the lengthwise strands of the belt. The crosswise 
strands are not as strong as those which run lengthwise. 

Besides improper lacing, there are many other abuses which cut 
down the life of belts. Shafting that is out of line may cause 
an undue strain upon the belt and make it run off the pulley. 
Oil may be allowed to drip upon the belt and ruin it. The belt 
may be applied with an initial tension so great as to produce an 
unnecessary strain. 

Many complaints regarding unsatisfactory belt performance 
can be traced to the fact that the wrong belt was used on the 
job. No matter how good a belt is or how good treatment it 
receives it will fail to give satisfactory service if not adapted 
for the use to which it is put. 

Factors to Be Considered 

In deciding upon the right belt for any particular installation 
there are eight factors to be considered: (1) distance between 
pulley centers; (2) diameter of the pulleys; (3) width of the 
pulleys; (4) use of idlers, cone pulleys, quarter turn, half turn, 
etc.; (5) speed; (6) horse power to be transmitted; (7) load 


jerky or constant, and (8) conditions such as contact with mois- 
ture, oil, or other deteriorating influences. 

Over these factors the belt man usually has little or no control. 
His problem is to take the conditions as he finds them, and apply 
a belt that will give the best service possible under the circum- 
stances. Yet he may sometimes perform a real service by calling 
attention to a faulty arrangement, when the conditions are such 
that the fault may be corrected. Real economies may sometimes 
be effected by lengthening the distance between pulley centers, 
increasing the width of the pulley face, or by changing the ar- 
rangement of a vertical belt so as to give a certain degree of 
slant. 

Factors Under Control 

The factors which are under the belt man’s control are these: 

(1) The kind of belting to be used—such as rubber, leather, 
canvas, etc.; (2) The grade—whether cheap, medium or high 
grade, and (3) the weight of the belt, such as 4 or 6-ply, single 
or double. 

In determining the kind of belting to be used, the merits of 
rubber belting should receive full consideration. It is economi- 
cal in first cost, extremely efficient in service, and frequently out- 
lasts other constructions. On the other hand, in places where 
constant contact with oil is unavoidable, a rubber belt will not 
give good service. The constant use of shifters is also injurious 
to a rubber belt. 

In deciding upon the right grade for a particular installation, 
the points to be especially considered are the size of the pulleys, 
the presence of idlers or other unusual conditions, and the speed. 
Small pulleys, operated at high speed, necessitate a high quality 
belt. The reason for this is the internal wear between the 
various plies of fabric, and even between the fibres in each ply, 
as the belt rounds the pulleys. A high grade rubber friction is 
the best possible protection against this internal wear, because 
it protects each fibre with an elastic coating which remains un- 
injured and which indeed retains its life and elasticity longer 
when in use than when lying idle.

Despite the claims of the daily newspapers that the rail- 
roads are rapidly approaching normal conditions, the paper 
market is practically no better off this week, in regard to 
land transportation facilities. A shortage of cars and the non- 
movement of freight are still appreciably felt, although local 
hauls are now being made by most roads. The New York 
Central is receiving for New York State and the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford is receiving for a number of points. 
Special permits, which are not easy to get, are still needed 
for freight shipments. 

The news print situation remains about the same. Prices 
are holding firmly. The spot paper market has risen to $14 
and it is reported that “all of the great metropolitan daily 
newspapers are out of the spot paper market, and will remain 
out of it, even though through lack of paper they may be 
obliged to leave out a million dollars worth of advertising per 
week.” Whether they adopt that policy remains to be seen. 
If they do this market will, obviously, be greatly affected. 

Jobbers have a low supply of book paper on hand, the prices 
of which are varying. The market is holding firmly and there 
is a strong tendency to advance in prices, due to the great 
shortage and continual demand. 

Last week’s conditions in the tissue market still prevail. 
Everywhere a great scarcity is reported, due to the present 
dearth of raw materials and the lack of shipping facilities. 
The mills are all sold up and have nothing to offer. 

A great shortage exists in all kinds of board, due to the 
railroad situation. Prices have held firmly and binder’s board 
has risen to the unprecedented figures of $115@$125, which 
shows an increase of $15 a ton over last week’s figures. There 
seems to be a general feeling among the dealers that when 
transportation traffic becomes normal prices ought to decline 
a little—not much—because it was’that very reason that caused 
an increase in boards of from $5@$10. The stocks of boards 
are nearly cleaned out now, and the great demand still 


continues. 





Wrapping and Coarse Paper 

Due to the cessation of shipping means, no stocks are com- 
ing in. The local stocks are virtually depleted. A large de- 
mand exists due not only to scarcity of raw materials and 
lack of shipping conveniences, but also to the increase in busi- 
ness in the wholesale and retail trades. The jobbers are do- 
ing more trading among themselves than they ever did before. 
Nobody thinks the market is in immediate danger of a decline. 
The buying seems to be against orders and not for stock. 
There is no possibility of accumulating stock, however, on 
account of the great demand. This paper is sold before it 
comes in or is made. 

Mechanical Pulp 

Ground wood continues to rise in price and in some sources 
it is reported to be as high as $110, although $92.50@$100 is the 
more usual quotation. The shortage continues and there is 
comparatively little procurable. 

Chemical Pulp 

The general trend of prices is upward. Bleached sulphite 
and soda are practically unobtainable. The shortage here is 
becoming more acute, otherwise there is not much change in 
the market from last week. 

Domestic and Foreign Rags 

The situation in the rag market has taken a turn for the 
worse as far as the supply is concerned. There has been and 
still is a great shortage in the domestic market and condi- 


tions are uncertain. The offerings from Europe have fallen 
off somewhat and they are few. 

In spite of the good demand, and other contributing factors, 
as the high prices and scarcity of pulp, poor freight move- 
ments, etc., the mills are not buying ahead. Instead they 
show an inclination to buy on the market—from hand to 
mouth. This interesting factor is indicative of a feeling among 
them that the present prices are coming down. 


Old Rope and Bagging 

Rope continues to sell at high figures, for the conditions 
in that market have changed little since last week. The 
demand from the mills is still heavy. 

The demand from the mills for bagging has fallen off some- 
what and large stocks have been imported during the past 
fortnight. Consequently large accumulations have been re- 
ported. 

Waste Paper 

There is a great expectancy in this market for advanced 
prices. During this period of stagnant shipping the prices thus 
far have remained firm. On account of the strike numerous 
binderies and publications have been forced tq close down, 
which in turn has reduced the amount of eld cuttings, news- 
papers and magazines.

includes a pulp mill with a daily capacity of forty tons, timber 
lands and a water power development of 5,000 horsepower. The 
new organization will immediately increase the capacity of the 
pulp mill to eighty tons and utilize some 3,000 horse power still 
undeveloped. The timber limits, which are considered perhaps the 
best in Canada, because of the fact that all the timber is within 
twenty miles of the mill, consist of almost a million cords of 
standing spruce. Another advantageous factor lies in the location 
of the mill, which is situated on the shore of the St. Lawrence 
River and on the main line of the Inter-Colonial Railroad, seventy 
miles below Quebec. One of the immediate plans of the company 
includes the erection of a news print mill at Buffalo, New York, 
which will have a daily capacity of 100 tons and will be guaranteed 
a supply of ground wood from the River du Loup mill. The 
organizers of the company are W. W. Moss, one of the leading 
members of the War Credit Board, Congressman Porter H. Dale, 
U. M. Waite, vice-president and general manager of the Reliance 
Mill and Trading Corporation of New York City, and R. W. 
Moore, identified with the Curtiss Airplane Company. 

Wheelwright Paper Co. Advances Wages 

NortH LEOMINSTER, Mass., April 27, 1920.—Employees of the 
G. W. Wheelwright Paper Company have been granted an increase 
of 10 per cent in wages, retroactive to March 31. The advance is 
voluntary and will affect every department. About 200 employees 
will benefit by the increase, it was announced. 

This marks the second increase within the last three months, 
as a 20 per cent raise was granted sometime ago, following a 
walkout of about 100 employees. Officials claim, however, that the 
recent 10 per cent increase was not contingent upon the former 
raise and that it was entirely voluntary. 

In view of the recent advance of sometime ago, the 10 per cent 
increase was considered a generous action om the part of the 
company.

is not enthusiastic, safety, if thought of at all, is treated as a side 

issue, whereas it should be considered of as vital importance as any 

other operating department. Only when the above is the case will 

production benefit to the full from the safety organization. 

“The duties of the members of plant committees are all em- 
bracing in that the spread of interest throughout the whole plant 
depends on how they conduct themselves in the carrying out of the 
ordinary duties of their employment. The members of commit- 
tees should be examples to their fellow-employees, ready and will- 
ing to give a word of warning or advice to new men, keeping their 
eyes open to detect unsafe practices, dangerous places, defective 
lighting, exposed electric wires, etc., and making suggestions for 
the correction thereof; encouraging other employees to make sug- 
gestions and doing everything possible to establish a feeling of 
pride in their employment among their fellow employees. It is 
fatal to the success of the movement to have men acting on com- 
mittees who themselves take the very chances they warn others 
to avoid. Foremen, in the opinion of the writer, form the arch 
in the whole structure. There is no class of men in the mill who 
can more quickly or more effectually damn safety work than the 
foremen if their sympathies have not been aroused and their 
interest secured. The foreman is the man most intimately ac- 
quainted with the men, he knows all the physical hazards of the 
work upon which his men are engaged; therefore, it follows that 
a foreman who is interested in safety and is persistent in his 
efforts to prevent accidents will have few accidents. The foreman 
should feel that if one of his men is injured by a preventible ac- 
cident, he is to a certain extent responsible, or if he knows that 





employees under his charge are inludging in practices which in- 
volve risk to themselves or others, he should eliminate such prac- 
tices, as otherwise he is morally responsible for any accident that 
may result therefrom. If all the interests mentioned could be 
brought to act in unison, it would be an easy matter to have a 
successful ‘No Accident’ week, month or even year.” 


PROPER TREATMENT OF BELTS 
(Continued from page 50) 

In this connection it should never be forgotten that the value 
of a particular rubber friction cannot be determined merely by 
the test showing “pounds pull.” If the plies were fastened to- 
gether with glue, this test would show a very high grade belt, 
but we all know that such a belt could not give service. 

The most valuable property of rubber friction is that intangible 
quality called “life.” 

In specifying the proper ply for the installation, the determining 
factors are the size of the pulleys, width of the belt, speed, and 
the horse power to be delivered. The belt itself should be at 
least 1 inch less in width than the face of the pulley. With this 
in mind, the proper ply can be determined by consulting the table 
of horsepower and plies given on this page. To illustrate, if you 
have a pulley whose face is 13 inches wide, operated at a speed 
of 4,000 feet per minute, with a maximum load of 100 H. P., you 
will find by referring to the table that a 12 inch 5-ply belt oper- 
ating at 4,000 feet per minute will transmit 109 H. P. and you 
will specify accordingly. In specifying the ply it must also be 
remembered that the greatest number of plies to be used on a 
12 inch pulley is 4, and on an 18 inch pulley 5 plies, on a 30 inch 
pulley 6 plies, 40 inches 7 plies and 48 inches 8 plies.

ALUM—Mills consuming alum are short of this material due 
to the inability of the alum works to obtain freight cars to ship 
their goods. Prices for the past week were: lump 4.25@4.50c., 
ground 4.25@4.50c., and powdered 4.75@5c. 

BLANC FIXE—Most of the supplies in this field are held up 
at the works on account of the car shortage and embargoes. Some 
blanc fixe is available on the spot market at about the following 
prices: pulp in carload lots, $75, less quantities, $80; dry in car- 
load lots, $90, less quantities $95 the short ton, f.o.b. works. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Due to the freight car shortage 
targe quantities of this commodity are stored at the works. Steel 
drums for packing are still quite scarce. Quotations for the past 
week were 3.50@4c. per pound, f.o.b. works. 

BRIMSTONE.\tThe brimstone situation remains unchanged. 
The railroad troubles have been the only difficulties with which 
the dealers in this field have had to contend. There were no 
changes in price. 

CASEIN.—It was reported last week that there was plenty 
of this commodity on the market, but the difficulty is in getting it 
on box cars and transporting it to the paper mills. These mills 
are, as a result of this condition, short of supplies. Spot sup- 
plies sell at from 14.50@15c. per pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA—Demand continues unabated in this mar- 
ket, and while the price range last week was quoted at 6.50@7c., 
the majority of supplies in this market are second hands, and are 
bringing as high as 7.50 cents. To the heavy exports has been 
attributed the cause of this shortage and present high price level. 

CHINA CLAY.—Supplies are still being held for the most part 
at the Southern mines on account of the box car shortage. Coal 
is scarce too, owing to the car situation. Prices are in the neigh- 
borhood of $10@12 the ton. 

ROSIN.—There has been no let-up in the longshoremen’s strike 
in the North, with the result that supplies here are scarce, and 
some spot material was sold last week at from $20@25 the ton. 
Supplies from the South on the first available steamer space are: 
grade E, $18.60, grade F, $18.65, and grade G, $18.70, for 280 
pounds, f.o.b. New York. 

SODA ASH.—There is a marked shortage in the soda ash mar- 
ket, and the demand has not eased off within the past week. Ship- 
ments to the paper mills are arriving with great irregularity. 
Quotations during the past week were 3.50@4.25c. per pound. 

SATIN WHITE—Demand in this market is reported far 
greater than the production. Mills are from 30 to 40 days behind 
in the filling of their orders, and the railroad situation is steadily 
making conditions worse by reason of the works’ inability to ship 
contracted supplies. Last week’s prices 2.25@2.50c. the 
pound. 

STARCH.—A fair demand was reported in this market during 
the past week. Quotations have not changed within the past sev- 
eral weeks, and prices, freight prepaid to New York, in carload 
lots, per 100 pounds are: Pearl starch in bags, $4.97, in barrels, 
$5.29; powdered starch in bags, $5.12, in barrels, $5.44; and

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—The shortage in this market is 
said to be the biggest in the history of the trade. Spot lots are 
few and far between, and are quoted at widely varying prices. Sul- 
phate of alumina last week brought 2@2.50 for the commercial 
grade, and 3.50@4 for the iron free, f.o.b. works. 

TALC.—Demand last week continued strong, and _ supplies 
would be more plentiful were it not for the shortage of freight 
cars and embargoes. There have been’ no price changes in this 
commodity.
